Late in the summer of 1947 we completed a test barn for 
20 cows to be used for making A.R. records under good, 
but not abnormal conditions. All cows stand in stanchions, 
are on pasture for 6 months of the year and are milked by 
machine. We have never milked a cow more often than 
twice daily for any reason. The first 20 cows have now 
completed records.

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A Dairy Farmer Answers Back 
the House Committee on Agriculture, 


A Statement Submitted to 
By LOUIS BROMFIELD 


March 3, 1949 

This is written by a dairy farmer rising 
on his haunches and giving battle in 
what to date has been a wholly one- 
sided and phony fight conducted upon a 
false basis. I am talking about the 
butter-oleo fight in which the dairy in- 
terests have been popularly pictured as 
the oppressors of the American people 
and the whole issue generally reduced 
to terrible hardships of American house- 
wives forced to color their oleomargarine 
in the kitchen. There have been other 
overtones—like the implication that if 
the oleo interests are given their heads 
completely every American housewife 
will have a product which is the same 
as butter at the price of lard or less. 

All of this is good demagogic political 
propaganda based on reducing the cost 
of living and a great number of editors 
and writers have swallowed this remark- 
able implication of a far reaching issue 
like a hungry trout grabbing a worm. 
But it isn’t quite that simple. The im- 
plications reach far down into our social 
and political life and future. Essentially 
the fight is between big business and tacit 
monopoly on the one side and small in- 
dividual free enterprise on the other. 


It involves organized and unorganized 
labor and the organized and unorgan- 
ized small business man as well as every 


citizen. The fundamental elements of 
the battle have largely been overlooked 
or misrepresented. 

To begin with butter is produced by 
some 4,500 creameries either operated by 
small businessmen or farmer’s coopera- 
tives which are anathema to big business. 
These figures do not include thousands 
of dairy and general farmers who produce 
the milk from which butter is made and 
who occasionally produce butter them- 
selves. On the other hand, all the oleo- 
margarine in the country is produced by 
28 companies and sixty-five percent of 
the production comes from five gigantic 
industries which regard it virtually as a 
by-product among their other vast in- 
terests. Here the case is very clearly that 
of the small business man against the 
great concentrations of industry which 
are becoming an increasing problem to 
free enterprise and to the nation as a 
whole. Any small business man knows 
what I am talking about, whether he is 
trying to compete with the chain store 
octopus or trying to get materials with 
which to operate his factory, or in fact 
in a dozen other ways. 

In the margarine battle there is in- 
volved a question which has consumed 
as much precious time in the Supreme 
Court, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and other governmental agencies, 
as any other issue confronting the nation. 
It is the question of where a tacit mo 
nopoly leading to price agreements begins 
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or ends in any industry. Obviously, as 
the court had found, the more an in- 
dustry is concentrated in a few hands, 
the more tacit agreements are possible, 
and the more competition is eliminated, 
with the public invariably a's the victim. 

The whole battle of the margarine 
interests has been to free themselves from 
a long-standing tariff-tax which might 
have been called a butter protective tax 
and for the right to color margarine and 
present it as nearly as possible not as 
an imitation of butter but as butter. The 
slogan might well have been not “as 
good as butter” but “the same as butter.” 
Every housewife knows that any grocery 
store is filled with margarine cartons 
colored butter yellows, ornamented with 
dairy scenes of cows and even carrying 
such obviously deceptive trade names as 
“Churngold.” Actually, if the cartons 
represented the product they would be 
pale gray in color, with a picture of a 
chemical laboratory and fish wharf, and 
a trade mark “synthetic butter substi- 
tute.” Save for the legal restrictions 
against artificial coloring the process not 
only of imitation but of deception has 
been carried as far as possible. 

Most of the butter interests have con- 
ceded the abolition of the “discrimina- 
tory” tax and are asking that the re- 
strictions against coloring be maintained 
as a protection for a quality product 
which can never possibly be produced as 
cheaply as the big industry mass produc- 
tion margarine. Nor can the synthetic 
product ever be “the same as butter.” 
Sunlight, air, enzymes and the udder of 
the cow come into the picture and no 
chemist, however smart, has ever been 
able to reproduce butter or milk in the 
laboratory and very likely he never will. 
The margarine interests have built up 
as their argument the great hardship im 
posed on the housewife of having to 
color her own margarine in the kitchen— 
a processing requiring at the most two 
or three minutes. 

In the meantime, the margarine inter- 
ests have conducted a very successful 
campaign of splitting agricultural repre 
sentation in Congress and setting the 
soybean-cottonseed elements against the 
dairy elements to the great weakening of 
agricultural organization with no real 
benefits to anybody but the vast indus 
trial margarine interests. They have done 
this by playing up to the cotton and soy 
bean farmer by asserting that if the in 
dustrial margarine manufacturers are 
given their head the sale of margarine 
will increase enormously and there will 
be a bigger margin for the sale of cotton 
seed and soybean, the oil of which go 
into their synthetic product. 

Let us examine this one. 
as a farmer, I 


First of all 
can say without doubts 
and with the backing of agricultural 
authorities everywhere that the worst 
thing that could happen to American 


agriculture (and to prices for the city 
consumer) would be the widely increased 
production of cotton and soybeans. They 
are among the most greedy of crops. They 
are largely row crops which promote 
erosion and floods and the destruction of 
organic materials and fertility. Under 
our existing methods of cotton and soy- 
bean production, they are the most soil 
destructive raised in this country or in 
the world. And we haven't any soil left 
that we can afford to destroy unless 
housewives wish to pay steadily increasing 
prices for all foods from here out. It 
might be pointed out that, save for the 
brief period of the war necessity, in the 
case of soybeans, the whole policy ef the 
Department of Agriculture and of the 
soils bureau in particular has been re- 
duce cotton and soybean acreages as much 
as possible. It might also be added that 
the highest agricultural subsidy (through 
support price buying) is paid on cotton 
at 92% of parity and that this comes out 
of the pockets of every taxpayer in the 
United States. It is, in fact, a subsidy 
paid by citizens to maintain a destructive 
and on the whole a wretched agriculture 
which is steadily eating into their pock- 
etbooks. A third point might be made— 
that as opposed to the destructive quali- 
ties of single crop cotton and soybean 
agriculture, the dairy and livestock agri- 
culture is at the opposite end of the pole, 
for it constantly builds soil, checks ero- 
sion and floods, and increases the fer- 
tility and value of land. 

I am making these statements upon the 
assumption that the margarine industry 
would be given its head without restric- 
tion, that there would be a vast increase 
in margarine consumption and that the 
margarine producers would buy their 
oil supplies from the cotton and soy- 
bean farmers. I doubt that any of these 
things would come about, because (1) it 
would be foily to establish a principle 
permitting a synthetic product to be made 
and marketed in as nearly as possible an 
exact imitation of a genuine product; 
(2) because once margarine producers 
were given complete freedom and butter 
competition had been largely eliminated, 
margarine prices would no longer re- 
main low but establish their price levels 
not for the benefit of the great mass of 
consumers but for the maximum profit 
that could be obtained. That the prin- 
ciples of tacit understanding would come 
into play is beyond doubt and margarine 
would be priced, as in all big business, at 
the level of optimum consumption at op- 
timum prices; (3) I do not believe that 
once margarine manufacture was freed 
from all restraint, the producers would 
pay the high prices of American pro- 
duced oils (already subsidized by the 
American people) but would turn at once 
to the cheaply produced and cheaply 
priced vegetable oils produced overseas

Overbrook Finishes Another Year 


Makes 16-Year Average of 


The 1948 herd average for Overbrook 
Dairy at Cedar Grove, New Jersey is just 
announced as 13,980 Ibs. milk, 3.8%, 
534.1 Ibs. fat, to give this herd a grand 
average for 16 consecutive years in the 
official Herd Test of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America of 14,955 Ibs. 
milk, 3.5%, 520.6 Ibs. fat on an average 
of 781% head. No other herd approach- 
ing this size has ever made a sixteen- 
year average above 500 Ibs. fat and we 
believe that only one other Holstein 
herd, regardless of size, has exceeded the 
above 16-year average, that one being the 
Ionia State Hospital herd in Michigan 
which averages about 32 head. 

This is the twelfth time in the sixteen 
years that Overbrook has exceeded the 
500-Ib. mark. It was at the beginning 
of 1933, when Mark Keeney was just 
rounding out his tenth year as Superin- 
tendent of Dairy at Essex County Hos- 
pital, entered the Overbrook herd in Herd 
Test and made an average for the first 
year of 13,714 Ibs. milk, 3.4%, 467.2 Ibs. 
fat on 89 head. Then for ten straight 
years the herd averages ranged from 
516 to 572.8 Ibs. fat. In 1944, wartime 
conditions took their toll and the herd 
average dropped to 479.5 Ibs., came back 
the next year with 503.1, followed by two 
more averages under 500 Ibs. The 1948 
average of 534.1 Ibs. fat is one of the 
highest ever reported for a herd of 80 
head or more. 


520 Lbs. on 78} Head 


The accompanying list of the sixteen 
consecutive herd averages at Overbrook 
is further interesting as it shows how 
the test of the herd increased over this 
long period. Back in 1933 when Over- 
brook started on Herd Test, public in- 
stitutions paid little attention to the 
butterfat test. What they wanted was 
plenty of milk to supply their insti- 
tutional needs. As these herds developed, 
however, sales of bulls came to play a 
more important part in the program 
and Overbrook, like many other progres 
sive public institutions, became more re- 
sponsive to the demand for a higher test 
North Star Jim Dandy, an Overbrook 
herd sire whose first daughters came into 
production during Overbrook’s second 
year of Herd Test, proved to be a good 
sire of high test, although he did not 
come from particularly high testing an- 
cestry, and according to the latest pub- 
lished Green Book he raised the test on 
50 dam-daughter pairs by .28%; and the 
present senior sire, Dunloggin Design, 
who did come from high testing ancestry, 
raised the test by .24% on 77 pairs. 


To these two sires, and to sons of 
Design should probably go much of the 
credit for the increase in test from a 
low of 3.2% in 1935 to a high of 3.8% 
in 1948. It will be noted that for the 
first seven years of Herd Test, the fat 
percentages ranged from 3.2 to 3.4%, 
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reached 3.5% in 1940, missed 3.5 by a 
whisker in 1941 (the actual figure was 
3.44%) and has shown steady upward 
progress ever since, with 3.5% in 1942, 
then with 3.6%, three with 
3.7% and finally reaching 3.8% goal

The highest producer in the herd fox 
1948 was a Design daughter, Essex Mooie 
Ada Design (G.P.), with a calendar year 
production of 21,536 Ibs. milk, 4.0%, 
861.7 Ibs. fat. Her five lactations rec- 
ords range from 613 to 885 Ibs. fat and 
first five lactation records total close to 
92,000 and testing 3.6% to 4% each year. 

Second high honors go to a double 
granddaughter of Design named Essex 
Jubo Wanda (V.G.), with a calendar year 
production of 20,333 Ibs. milk, 4.1, 838.4 
Ibs. fat. A consistent 4% tester year 
after year and up to 4.3%, she too should 
go over the 100,000-lb. mark in her 
sixth lactation, barring accident. 

During the year, Essex Suzone Susie 
(V.G.) crossed the 200,000-lb. mark and 
is credited to date with 207,347 Ibs. milk, 
6,251 Ibs. fat, having just finished a 12- 
yr-old record of 25,290 lbs. milk, 806 Ibs. 
fat. She is a daughter of Bell Farm Su- 
zone (V.G..GM) out of Essex Susie Sweet 
(Excellent), with a life record in 11 lac- 
tations of 240,411 Ibs. milk, 7,057,7 Ibs. 
fat, she a daughter of King Sweet (V.G.- 
GM). This is the only dam and daugh- 
ter of any breed with official life rec- 
ords both above 200,000 Ibs. milk. 

A third 200,000-lb. cow developed at 
Overbrook is Essex Suzone April Belle 
(V.G.), with 248,183 Ibs. milk, 8357.9 Ibs. 
fat in 12 lactations, former national 
champion for milk, she too a daughter of 
Bell Farm Suzone, who is now the only 
sire to have two 200,000-lb. daughters. 
April Bell has two “Excellent” daughters 
both over 127,000 Ibs., also two “Very 
Good” daughters and an “Excellent” son 
that is also a Silver Medal Production 
Sire. 

In their long years of production test- 
ing, Overbrook has developed no _ less 
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than 80 cows with life records above 
100,000 Ibs. milk, ten of these being 
daughters of their present senior sire, 
Dunloggin Design, known as the only 
sire in the nation to be a Gold Medal 
Proven Sire, classified “Excellent,” and 
also a Century Sire, with 100 tested 
daughters exclusive of the old seven-day 
division. Of his more than 100 tested 
daughters, four have records from 838 
to 921 Ibs. fat and 12 others above 700 
Ibs. fat. He has at least eight 
granddaughters with records from 700 
to 880 Ibs. fat. He has two sons that 
are Gold Medal Proven Sires and two 
others thet are Medal Production 
Sires. 

At 12 years of age, Dunloggin Design 
is still in active service at Overbrook, as- 
sisted by two of his sons, Markmaster 
Design and Milkmaster Design, full 
brothers out of the 148,000-Ib. April 
Belle Markmaster is classified “Ex- 
cellent” and is a Silver Medal Produc 
tion Sire. Milkmaster has no daughters 
in milk, his oldest being yearlings.

Another junior sire at Overbrook is 
The Laird of Essex, whose dam is a 
V. G. 4.1% daughter of Dunloggin De- 
sign, out of an “Excellent” 153,000-Ib. 
daughter of April Belle. His sire is 
Curtiss Candy Ovation, who brings in 
the first Rag Apple outcross to be used 
at Overbrook, through his sire’s dam, 
Pietje B., also intensifying the Wood- 
master breeding through his dam, Mis- 
tress Grace. 

Another outcross that is getting 
some service at Overbrook is Dandy Con- 
queror (V.G.), who is a Silver Medal 
Type Sire and only waiting for a few 
more daughters to finish to earn his Gold 
Medal. The outcross comes through his 
sire, N J E S Sensation Charlot Con- 
queror (Excellent), considered by many 
the greatest 45th bred bull to be proven 
at the New Jersey station. His dam, 
Essex Dandy Belle, (Excellent), with 
187,437 lbs. fat, is a son of North Star 
Jim Dandy (V.G.GM) from the same 
cow family as April Belle. 
has eight daughters with records from 
600 to 688 Ibs. fat as two-year-olds, it 
should not take him very long to qualify 
for Silver Medal Production. 

Overbrook takes the credit for no less 
than eight Gold Medal Proven Sires. 
These include the four main herd sires 
used in the herd during its 26-year 
history—King Sweet, Bell Farm Suzone,

For his main herd sire he chose 
King Sweet, then barely four years old 
and of course unproven, but Mark knew 
the blood lines back of his and he liked 
the promise of his young daughters. Fle 
bought a number of these young dangh- 
ters, also several cows bred to him and 
the other foundation cows were selected 
with great care. During the next seven 
years there were occasional purchases 
of foundation females and two more herd 
sires, Bell Farm Suzone and North Star 
Jim Dandy, both purchased as calves.

Why Cows Leave 


By ALBERT M WOLF, Farm Consultant 


A study made by Cornell University’s 
animal husbandry department of the 
records of 205 dairy herd improvement 
associations in New York revealed that 
28% of the cows were sold for dairy pur- 
poses; 23% on account of low production; 
16% on account of mastitis and udder 
trouble; 11% because of sterility; and not 
more than 5% for any other reason. 

Remember, that in general these herds 
represented the best producing herds in 
the state. We shudder to think of what 
the turn-over must be in commercial 
herds where no testing and just ordinary 
feeding and average care are the rule. 


You Can’t Build A Herd That Way 

Just think of it—27% of the cattle had 
to be sold because of mastitis, udder 
trouble and sterility and 23% because of 
low production. Not a very inspiring 
record when 50% of our dairy cattle 
have to be sold for these four reasons. 
Let us suppose for example that a 
fellow starts out with a 40 cow herd 
under such circumstances and further 
that half of the calves are heifers and 
that 80% of them are raised to take their 
place in the milking herd and that no 
other replacements are brought in, and 
further that 50% of the milking herd 
is lost each year for the reasons men- 
tioned above. Under these assumptions 
here’s what our figures show happens. 
In the fifth year only 20 cows would 
compose the milking herd; in the tenth 
year only 13 cows; in the fifteenth year 
only 8 cows, and in the twentieth year, 
only 2 cows would be milking. A mathe- 
matician would call it progressive disin- 
tegration, but to us it is just an asinine 
way of throwing away money and time. 
Yes, we purposely painted the picture as 
black as possible, just to show the ab- 
on such a basis. After a time you might 
not have to sell 23% of the remaining 


chased and the only male purchase in 
the past 19 years was Dunloggin Design. 
All other herd sires during this period 
have been home bred, although as we 
have seen, they occasionally mated an 
outstanding cow with an outside bull 
to get a herd sire that would bring in a 
shot of outcross blood. 


And by years of constructive breeding, 
constant testing, scientific feeding, and 
rigid culling, Mark Keeney and his iwo 
able assistants, Art Curren and Neil Le 
pre, have built and are still buildirg 
the Overbrook herd. Of all the Hol- 
stein breeders who were advertising in 
the WORLD back in 1923 when Over- 
brook started, not more than half a 
dozen still remain—but Overbrook carries 
on, in sickness and in health, in war and 
in peace, in depression and in Prosper- 
ity, Mark Keeney goes into his second 
quarter-century at Overbrook writing a 
glorious chapter in  Holstein-Friesian 
History. 


herd because of low production, if you 
were lucky on having the poorer cows 
have mastitis, etc., but even so it would 
be a losing venture. 

What is being done about these con- 
ditions? In the following paragraphs 
we briefly set forth a few answers. 

Breeding Better Sires 

The artificial breeding associations are 
making it possible to make wider use of 
the few bulls that are able to increase 
the production of daughters over their 
dams at levels of better than 350 pounds 
of fat a year. Records of the performance 
of sires to date indicated that only about 
one-third of all bulls proven are able to 
raise the milk and fat production levels 
of the daughters over their dams; one 
third just about hold production at the 
dam’s level; and the other third pro 
duce daughters of lower production than 
the dams. As more and more culling of 
cows and bulls is done more bulls should 
be found that develop into desirable 
proven sires—the kind that increase pro- 
duction, but at present the process is 
slow. 

Bulls from intensely line-bred and in- 
bred herds because of greater purity for 
the transmission of high production, 
have done the most outstanding jobs 
as desirable proven sires, and more and 
more breeders are turning to the use 
of several inbred family lines crossed in 
various ways to develop better sires. 
Progress is slow, but it is our prediction 
that in another decade the percentage 
of desirable sires located by testing will 
be greatly increased. 

Closed Herd Breeding Produces Results 

In one herd under the writer's direct 
supervision for the past four years and 
which had previously been assembled in 
part by him, all the milking cows are 
sired by five different bulls, two of them 
sons of two desirable proven sires upon 
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which the herd was really founded, and 
the daughters of the other bull are from 
daughters of the two proven bulls Thus, 
you can see it is a pretty closely knit 
herd, insofar as breeding is concerned, 
and based on past experience, it is going 
to be kept so. Only one bull has been 
purchased in 8 years and this bull car- 
ries three lines in his pedigree of the 
exact same breeding as one of the 
proven sires. But even so, we do not 
expect to use him any more than sui- 
ficiently to prove his transmitting ability 
and then, perhaps, use a son from one 
of the best cow families in the herd. 
That contingency however depends on 
the accomplishments of one of the senior 
sires, (A) a son of one of the proven 
sires out of the highest record daughter 
of the other (733 Ibs. fat, 4.1% test at 
6 years, 2X milking), and also a son of 
this bull (A) out of a full sister of his 
dam with 724 Ibs. fat test at 7 years, 
2X milking. 

This program is being followed be- 
cause we found in our study of the cow 
families that 18 animals out of a herd 
of 100 head traced directly on the fe- 
male side to one cow, Grace Pontiac, 
Homestead Girl. This cow was a daugh- 
ter of Dicmere Sir Pietertje Homestead 
that was the product of a son and 
dam mating, (as close breeding as you 
can get), and we like to feel that her 
prepotency and longevity was due to 
this fact. By the use of a grandson, and 
a great grandson of this cow (on the 
female side) we now have 54 animals in 
the herd that carry her blood. When 
the young calf now growing up, that 
was dropped by her granddaughter and 
was sired by her great grandson, has 
been used in the herd for a time, prac 
tically everything will trace to that cow. 
Based on the type and production of 
cows cafrying her blood we know we 
are justified in this close breeding—for 
successive generations are better in av- 
erage type and production. We hope 
to build a breeding program for many 
years just by the use of blood of animals 
now in the herd. 

Check the breeding of the greatest 
herds developed in America in the last 
20 years and you will find that every one 
of them has been developed by concen- 
trating on the blood of a great brood 
cow and one or more great bulls from 
great brood cows, and the crossing of 
inbred family strains. From such herds 
will come the great proven sires that 
will build up any breed. But remem- 
ber, they must be good in their inheri- 
tance, or you will be disappointed. 
Eliminating Mastitis and Udder Trouble 

The Department of Agriculture esti 
mates that at least one-fourth of all the 
dairy cows in the United States have 
mastitis in some form or other. There- 
fore, mastitis is rightly called the great- 
est scourge of the dairy industry. That 
mastitis can be controlled by rigid ap 
plication of practica] sanitary and man 
agement practices is supported by a 
program carried out in about 70 com- 
mercial dairy herds in the State of Illi 
nois by the department of veterinary 
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pathology and University of 
Illinois. 

By following proper milking procedure, 
removing sources of teat and udder in 
juries and using sanitary precautions, 
the dairyman can reduce the cases of 
acute mastitis among affected and 
prevent its spread to other cows— in ad 
dition to increasing milk production and 
saving labor and time. The _ Illinois 
Department has developed a detailed rec 
ommended milking procedure to be fol 
lowed in infected herds and has found 
that dairymen who carefully follow the 
system control mastitis and at the 
same time save time and labor 

It was found in the Illinois 
that a large percentage of acute mas 
litis cases were started by teat and udder 
injuries and these facts emphasize the 
need for removing sources of such in 
juries from pastures and barns. Broken 
fences, trash piles, make-shift gates es 
pecially those of the barb-wire variety 
are some of the hazards. Overcrowding 
and insufficient bedding are the most 
common causes of injury in the barn 
Unclean or worn-out teat cup inflations in 
milking units; the operation of milking 
units at too high or too low vacuum; 
operation of the units with too many or 
too few pulsations per minute; and the 
practice of leaving milking units on the 
cows after the udder has been milked 
out are other causes of teat injury and 
infection. 

Within the last few years drugs have 
been developed that have proven effec- 
tive in curing many cases or a high per 
centage of cases of mastitis caused by 
streptococcus agalactiae, the most com- 
mon cause. The outstanding drugs are 
sulfanilamide, colloidal silver oxide, ty 
rothricin, and penicillin which are used 
by infusing into the udder through the 
teat canal of the infected quarter. Pen- 
icillin, the least irritating of the drugs, 
will cure a large proportion of streptoc 
cal infections if infused daily in proper 
dosage for 4 or 5 days. Unfortunately, 
the drugs are much less effective against 
other types of infection, and are not 
very easy to use. Drug treatment should 
only be considered as a helping factor 
and not as a substitute for sani- 
tary practices and management 

At the recent meeting of the New 
Jersey State Veterinary Association, Dr. 
Amos Stultz D.V.M. of Hopewell, N. J., 
read a paper on the results of field work 
on a new penicillin treatment for mas- 
titis, a single dose of which eliminates 
the common form of the disease. 

Dr. Stults reported in part, as follows: 

“Diagnosis was made by Hotis’ tests by 
New Jersey Bureau of Animal Industry 
Laboratory forty 
quarters of 110 cows were found infected 
with § 

“These quarters were all given one 
dose of penicillin (100,000 units) in 20 
cc of penicle Hotis’ tests, taken 
by the Bureau three weeks after treat- 
ment showed that in 209 (87%) of the 
quarters treated, streptococcal infection 
was eliminated as a result of the single 
treatment.

Sterility 

From our present knowledge, sterility 
in dairy cattle may be due to a variety 
of causes. However, we do know that 
sterility troubles are greatly increased 
in herds infected with Bang’s Disease 
or brucellosis and that the useful life 
of cows is materially reduced. For ex- 
ample, the writer recalls that way back 
in 1930 thirty positive cows from a herd 
we had purchased were “farmed out” to 
a farmer for study and to get the calves 
from these well-bred cows. At the end 
of two years only ten of the cows were 
left and only one was around at the end 
of seven years. Most of them went to the 
block because of failure to breed, which 
proved conclusively to us that a herd 
badly infected with Bang’s was hardly 
worth trying to preserve as a breeding 
unit Though blood tested every 60 
days over a period of several years, not 
one ever showed anything but a positive 
titre. 

Control of Bang’s Disease 

To keep a herd free from Bang’s Dis 
ease requires first of all properly balanced 
feeding (more of this later); constant 
blood testing; double fencing of all 
neighboring pasture lines; keeping cattle 
out of water holes, creeks, and rivers; 
having all take place in 
maternity strict sanitary 


and calving 


pens under 
conditions. 

Calfhood vaccination to date has not 
entirely solved the Bang’s Disease prob- 
lem, since studies in several states show 
that about 15% of all calves vaccinated 
still fail to clear up and show a nega- 
tive blood test after vaccination. You 
have any greater losses than this 
or maybe not as great, if you blood- 
test every three months—every 30 days 
if reactors are discovered, ship all re- 
actors, practice the sanitary precautions 
mentioned above, and feed your cattle 
properly. 

If you have a commercial 
on blood testing find 20% or more re- 
actors, vaccinate all calves at 4 to 8 
months and then get rid of all reactors 
before the first vaccinated calves are 4 
years old, for unless you do you will find

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A QUESTION ON TESTING POLICY— 
Editor: Holstein-Friesian World: 

At the 1947 Springfield convention the Delegates not only 
voted an increase in both registration and transfer fees but 
also authorized the Board of Directors to raise other fees as 
they might see fit. The purpose of such increases were to keep 
association operating expenses in balance. During 1948 the 
Board of Directors increased fees for Herd Classification, Herd 
Testing and Advanced Registry Testing. The increase for the 
latter 100% (from $5.00 to $10.00 to enter one animal on 
test). 

While herd on Herd Test since we started 
breeding registered Holsteins some eleven years ago the writer 
is of the opinion that Advanced Registry testing with its re- 
quirements of a preliminary milking and the keeping of daily 
milk weights for each cow has much to recommend it over 
our present requirements for Herd Test. Because of this be- 
lief and our desire to have a complete picture of our breed- 
ing program we carried our heifers on Advanced Registry as 
they freshened with first calf, in addition to the herd on Herd 
Test. This worked our very satisfactorily until fees were doub- 
led for with other advancing costs’for Testers even our high 
producing cows just couldn't carry such expense. 

Now I understand (and if I am wrong I will stand corrected) 
that state colleges and their sub stations pay no Herd Test or 
Advanced Registry fees for entry of their animals or herds on 
test with our Association. If this is correct then the total of 
these animals on test practically free gratis certainly runs into 
a huge amount during these times. Certainly the membership 
has to carry this load and I am wondering if the benefits de- 
rived are actually worth the cost.

As testing fees stand today about the ony ones besides our 
colleges that can continue are those who do not have to count 
these costs. 


Since there is little difference between DHIA testing and 
our present Herd Test why not combine the good points of 
Herd Test with those of Advanced Registry and have 
testing program for our Association that would really mean 
something both to the breeders and the breed And why should 
the membership of our association stand the expense of testing 
college herds and such institutions that are maintained by the 
taxpayer? It would be very interesting to know what percent of 
the total animals on test in our Association is actually paying 
the required fees for this service. 

Note: I hope some college professor doesn’t jump down my 
throat for this but I have my feet braced if he does.

‘Here is the practice of the Association in regard to test- 
ing fees charged State Colleges and Institutions. The Land 
Grant colleges that supervise our testing work in the state 
are charged only the $5.00 annual testing fee in Advanced 
Registry and the $20.00 minimum fee in Herd Test. Insti- 
tutions pay the same rate as any individual herd owner. Any 
college or university other than those that supervise the

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Advisory Committee Formed 


National Advisory Committee on Bru- 
cellosis Eradication to be Formed: 


Representatives of various livestock pro- 
ducers organizations, public health, med- 
ical and veterinary associations, and a 
number of State officials met in Wash- 
ington, March 15, 1949, at the invitation 
of Dr. B. T. Simms, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, U. §. Department of 
Agriculture, to discuss methods of com- 
bating brucellosis in livestock. They rec- 
ommended the formation of a National 
Advisory Committee to suggest measures 
to Congress for the eradication of this 
disease, also called ““Bang’s disease,” which 
is estimated to cost the livestock industry 
at least 100 million dollars a year. <A 
form of the disease affecting man, known 
as undulant fever, causes untold suffer- 
ing. William Knox, of Fort Atkinson, 
Wisconsin, was selected by the group to 
serve as temporary chairman of the com- 
mittee 


The meeting was presided over by Dr. 
R. A. Hendershott, Secretary of the U. S. 
Livestock Sanitary Association. Regional 
meetings have been held recently in two 
regions, Chicago and New York City, 
where there was general agreement that 
a central meeting of representatives of all 
regions should be held. 

Organizations that were named to ap 
point a committee member were the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association, Na 
tional Beef Breeders’ Association, Ameri 
can Medical Association, American Pub- 
lic Health Association, U. §. Public Health 
Service, U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry, 
American Veterinary Medical Association, 
U. S. Livestock Sanitary Association, The 
National Grange, American Farm Bureau 
Federation, National Farmers’ Union, 
American National Livestock Association, 
American Meat Institute, National Asso- 
ciation of Swine Records, National Live- 
stock and Meat Board, National Wool 
Growers’ Association, National Livestock 
Loss Prevention Board, The Extension 
Service, and Texas and Southwestern Cat- 
tle Raisers’ Association. 

Several of the delegates stressed the 
need for more definite action on the part 
of the livestock industry leading toward 
eradication of brucellosis on a Nation- 
wide scale There was general agree- 
ment that the present control measures 
are effective and that disagreements are 
only on minor details that could be taken 
care of by a committee 


The five subcommittees that were ap- 
pointed by Dr. Hendershott, met during 
the lunch hour and presented recommen- 
dations to the general session These 
were Education and Extension, William 
Knox, Chairman; Legislation, Dr. James 
Steele, Atlanta, Georgia, Chairman; Re 
search, Dr. (€ 4. Manthei, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Chairman; Public 
Health, Dr. Carl L. Larson, U. S. Public 
Health Service, Chairman; and Animal 
Industry, Ray W. Willoughby, San An- 
tonio, Texas, Chairman.

We recommend a program cutting 
across all industry groups. There is a 
need for producer education rather than 
consumer education. We do not want a 
scarce program but a plan that is ef- 
fective. 

There should be a desire on the part 
of the livestock industry to live with- 
out brucellosis. There should be some- 
one employed full time to carry on such 
a campaign. His salary could be paid 
from contributions from the various in- 
dustry groups or from foundations. 
Committee on Animal Industry: 

The  brucellosis-eradication campaign 
should be taken to the cattle man, the 
hog man, and the goat raiser. There 
should be both research and education 
projects in the eradication campaign. The 
advisory committee should include a rep- 
resentative from the American Veterinary 
Medical Association. 

Committee on Research: 

The advisory committee should collect 
and supply information to the public 
on brucellosis and methods of eradica- 
tion. The committee should stimulate 
fundamental research on brucellosis, and 
such research should have financial sup- 
port. 

We should encourage cooperative sur- 
veys on the incidence of Brucella infec- 
tion in man and animals. The advisory 
committee should serve as a liason com- 
mittee between all groups interested in 
brucellosis-eradication. 

Committee on Public Health: 

We recommend a unified plan directed 
toward the eradication of brucellosis on 
a national scale. We emphasize the im- 
portance of brucellosis infection in man 
and recommend that further attention 
be given to the problem of eradicating 
brucellosis from swine. 

There should be full cooperation be- 
tween livestock sanitary officials and local 
public health groups, especially with re- 
gard to those diseases which are trans- 
missible between man and animals. We 
recommend a cooperative program to be 
established to evaluate the incidence of 
brucellosis in man. 

Committee on Legislation: 

There should be legislation to control 
the movement of stock through sale barns. 

Some kind of legislation should be es- 
tablished to encourage calf vaccination. 

There should be Statewide pasteuriza- 
tion of all dairy products. 

Further information on the communic- 
able phase of brucellosis should be sup- 
plied to extension specialists and radio 
farm directors. 

There should be legislation to control 
the sale of in order

The Marshline prefix belongs to Kent 
E. (Bob) Whipple, Savannah, N. Y., who 
has been breeding good Holsteins for 
twenty years or better, and who is famil- 
iar to most New Yorkers through his 
showing activit and because of the qual- 
ity of the cattle he regularly sends 
through Earlville. 

If your curiosity is piqued (as mine 
was) by the two great Star King daugh- 
ters you have seen at one of the shows 
mentioned, and if you allow this curios- 
ity to lead you on a visit to the Marsh- 
line herd in the hope of seeing a herd 
of Star Kings’—you'll be disappointed. 

I hasten to explain that your disap- 
pointment is not occasioned by a view 
of the Star King daughters—other than 
the produce you won't see any. Star King 
was used but a short time there and sired 
only five daughters before being sold to 
the Morrisville Ag school and thence to 
the high-record Zimmerman herd in 
Pennsylvania. But . . . you will see a 
fine Holstein herd with good type and 
good production, kept under ordinary 
conditions. 

When viewing the Marshline herd it 
is well to bear in mind that one sire 
whose use started nearly twenty years 
ago wielded a tremendous influence here 
—both on the herd and on the program 
of the owner. This sire was De Kol Sen- 
sation Pontiac, a son of Ormsby Sensa- 
tion 45th and from a member of the 
famous “Isa” family. Only one daughter 
of this 45th sire remains in the herd, and 
she a grand brood matron, Marshline Set.- 
sation Serida (G.P.), with well over 
100,000 lbs. milk made by year after 
year production at the 3.6 to 3.7% level— 
she has five 2X records at 5, 6, 7, 8 and 
9 years from 452.2 lbs. fat, 3.6% to 513.8 
Ibs. fat, 3.7%. The majority of the fe- 
males bearing the Marshline prefix are 
descendants of her sire, the 45th bull. 

The next sire of significance was pur-

chased from Rivermead Farms, just 
across the state line in Pennsylvania, in 
1936. Rivermead Star Nettie was a son 
of Lathrop Star Homestead and from 
Rivermead Nettie, an 865-lb  grand- 
daughter of King Bessie Ormsby Pietert- 
je and Minerva Beets Posch Burke (Ex.). 
Star was sold at Earlville in 1947 at the 
age of 11 years and went to the Broome- 
Tioga A.B.C., being at that time favorably 
proved. During his ten-year sojourn at 
Marshline he was used heavily but all 
his older daughters excepting four have 
been sold to make room for youngsters. 
His last crop of a dozen heifers are not 
yet in milk. He also sired Marshline Star 
King. 

Sir Bess Ormsby Dean 5th, son of the 
Excellent Sir Bess Ormsby Dean and 
from a 727-lb daughter of Sir Bess Orms- 
by Fobes 7rd, was purchased from May- 
tag in 1940. Today's herd includes 16 
“Maytags” of milking age and a couple 
not yet fresh. It is interesting to note, 
that in this same section of the state and 
but a short time earlier another good 
herd acquired a sire of much the same 
breeding as Whipple’s Maytag bull—the 
other herd was Wooster Fruit and Dairy 
Farms and their sire was the now well 
known Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes Dean. 
Even more interesting is the fact that 
each of the owners credit these sires 
with doing a wonderful job for their 
respective herds in udders and test. 

A home-bred son of the Maytag bull 
is now in some use as junior sire—he from 
Marshline Ormsby Blossom (more about 
her later). With the Walters-Maytag 
breeding on th¢ sire’s side and Blossom, 
the dam, combining Marshline Star King 
(her sire) and 45th (her dam was a 136,- 
000-Ib. daughter of the Sensation 45th 
son), Marshline Dean Top writes a pedi- 
gree of type and production. Further- 
more his breeder is thoroughly familiar 
with the performance of each animal 
close up in his pedigree since they-ve all 
been members of the Marshline herd. 

Taking precedence over Top at the 
present time is a bull bought in 1946. 
This sire was selected as the one to 
bring the herd back more closely in line 
with the breeding of the foundation 
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animals. He is a product of the New 
Jersey Experiment Station and has at 
least three close crosses to 45th in addi- 
tion to an infusion of the “Isa” family. 

N J E S Conqueror Adeline Omega, 
born July 6, 1945, is a son of N J E § 
Sensation Charlot Conqueror (Ex.), son 
of 45th from a daughter of 45th. Omega’s 
dam, Vineland Sensation Ormsby Adeline, 
classified Excellent at 12 years, has seven 
2X records from 404.7 Ibs. fat at 2y—two 
records over 620 lbs. fat, three over 500 
Ibs. fat, and one at 455 lbs. fat. She is 
a granddaughter of 45th and of Newmont 
Isa Ormsby Bess (V.G.) 

This rambling article started out with 
a reference to the two full sisters by 
Marshline Star King. These two, the 
first prize produce at Palmyra in '47 and 
"48, stood individually first and second in 
the aged cow class at Palmyra in "48, were 
the second prize produce at Syracuse in 
"47 (neighbor Roy Studer’s two cows were 
first), and fourth prize in "48. The older 
sister, Marshline Ormsby Blossom (Ex.), 
last year in HIR 2X made 658 Ibs. fat 
with a 3.9% test and the year before 
made 556 lbs. fat. Her full sister and 
the other members of the produce, 
Marshline Ormsby Diana is classified 
Very Good but for some reason I neg 
lected to get her records. Blossom is due 
in May to Pabst Roamer and Diana is 
bred to Wooster’s Cavalier bull. 

The dam of these two, De Kol Sensa- 
tion Echo, was classified Very Good at 
12 years, had 510 Ibs. fat at 10 years and 
over 130,000 Ibs. milk when she died. Ac- 
cording to her owner she was a “great 
old cow and a year-after-year producer.” 
Her sire was the 45th son, the foundation 
sire of the herd. 

Blossom’s several offspring have done 
well—one by the Maytag bull is the Top 
sire mentioned earlier and selecting an- 
other at random, sired by the Maytag 
bull also, we find a Very Good heifer 
with a 525-lb, 3.9% 305-day record—only 
one of several good ones. 

There's a wealth of material available 
here for one who might wish to chronicle 
the good producers at Marshline together 
with the plan of operation of their owner. 
Mr. Whipple has about 80 head on his 
three farms but only about 25 of milking 
age. His policy has been to keep a small 
milking herd but to raise many calves and 
heifers. Some of the heifers are kept 
but a majority are sold through the 
Earlville market. The number of milkers 
remains constant through the occasional 
sale of a good cow—usually through 
Earlville also. In this manner the owner 
keeps the herd at a manageable size 
while still utilizing all his productive 
acres. The herd is in H.LR., has been 
certified Bang’s free for eleven years, and 
calfhood vaccination is practiced. 

Pastures and meadows are carefully 
tended and a large percentage of the 
grain used is home grown. Brome grass 
is a new experiment to be tried this 
year in addition to the usual alfalfa and 
ladino clover. 

Mr. Whipple feeds his high producers 
plenty of good quality hay and ensilage, 
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but takes it light on the grain in the 
belief that he tends to avoid trouble in 
that manner. 

Although Bob Whipple is a bachelor 
he is aided with the book work by his 
sister, Miss Florence Whipple, who takes 
considerable interest in the herd. Also 
occupying the neat house on the home 
farm are Bob's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Kent Whipple, senior, and that is the 
reason why family and friends follow the 
confusing practice of calling the younger 
Kent by his nickname, Bob.

If any of us had realized that the an 
niversa*y was to be passed during the 
present program, the schedule probably 
could have been so arranged that a Herd 
Classification would have taken place 
egain at St. Charles, Illinois, on the his- 
toric date. The Neillewood Farm herd 
at St. Charles was classified the preceding 
week at the beginning of the program. 

Since that day twenty years ago great 
strides have been made in Herd Classi 
fication.

REPORT ON FOOT AND MOUTH 
CAMPAIGN IN MEXICO 

Mexico City, March 10—A_ major 
change in the campaign to eradicate foot- 
and-mouth disease from Mexico has been 
brought about by an unexpected out- 
break of aftosa in Mantanzas, Jalisco, sev- 
enteen kilometers south of the northern 
quarantine line. 

As a result of 
January, 


this outbreak in late 
the joint Mexico-United States 
anti-aftosa| commission has altered its 
program to vaccinate all clovenhoofed 
animals in the infected zone every four 
months, or three times annually, instead 
of once every six months as originally 
planned. 

This alteration in the 
that the commission 


schedule means 
must increase its 


efficiency 3314 per cent and vaccinate 
approximately 2,600,000 animals monthly. 
Dr. L. R. Noyes, associate co-director of 
the commission, said he felt confident that 
the goal of 2,600,000 would be reached 
in March and maintained thereafter de- 
spite the many obstacles which must be 
overcome to reach the new figure. 

If the March goal is reached, the com- 
raission will have vaccinated nearly half 
of the estimated 12,000,000 cloven-hoofed 
animals in the infected zone by April Ist. 
A total of 1,775,000 animals were vaccin- 
ated in January and 1,738.000 in Febru- 
ry, for a total of more than 2,500,000. 

While the outbreak in Jalisco was a set 
back to the program, it gave the commis- 
sion scientists tangible information which 
will eventually aid in the main job of

eliminating foot-and-mouth disease from 
Mexico. 

In starting the massive vaccination cam- 
paign in Mexico, the commission scient- 
ists had to rely on scientific information 
from Europe on the immunity of the 
vaccine. It was agreed that the length 
of immunization would be approximately 
six months and the entire campaign was 
set up on that basis. Now, as a result of 
the Jalisco outbreak in the vaccinated 
area of the infected zone, the commission 
scientists believe that the immunity is 
closer to fuur months than it is to six. 
Tests are now being conducted in Mexico 
laboratories to determine the immunity 
of the vaccine but these may not be com- 
pleted before June 1. 

Information collected in the Jalisco 
outbreak indicates that the animals which 
developed aftosa were exposed to an un- 
usually hot concentration of the virus, 
against which, the commission scientists 
declare, no anti-aftosa vaccine yet pro- 
duced would hold u2 for any appreciable 
length of time. 

After 1,112 actively infected and con- 
tact animals at Matanzas were slaughter- 
ed on February 12. protective measures 
were taken to control any further out- 
breaks in the region and vaccination and 
inspection teams carefully worked over 
an area within 25 kilometers of Matanzas. 
As a result of the prompt action and 
careful subsequent supervision, no fur- 
ther evidence of aftosa has been discov- 
ered in the region... 

The cattle in the Jalisco outbreak had 
been vaccinated twice previously. They 
were first vaccinated in April and May, 
1948, with Argentina vaccine, which 
proved to be completely ineffective. They 
were re-vaccinated late in October with 
Mexican vaccine. 

The success of the commission in local- 
izing and controlling the Jalisco out- 
break, which might have developed into 
a serious situation, speaks well for the 
constant post-inspection that is carried out 
by the teams operating behind the vac- 
cination crews. Unless an outbreak is 
discovered immediately, the presence of 
the disease may become extremely active 
and even vaccinated animals become sus- 
ceptible

With the dispersal of the Ellett herd 
and the sale of the Ellett Homestead at 
Beloit, Ohio, on March 9, one of the 
early Holstein establishments has passed 
into history. !t was at “The Ellet Home- 
stead” that jhe “Old Aaggie Family” 
was developeg some thirty years ago by 
C. A. Ellett and his father. It was on the 
12th day of March 1891 that the first reg- 
istered Holstein was purchased and there 
have been registered Holsteins on the 
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farm for the last 57 years. The Ellett 
Homestead “since 1869’" was the winner 
of the 11th Annual DeKalb Corn Growing 
Contest for their county, with 121.7 bush- 
els to the acre, and Holsteins contributed 
to this productive land.

plan for Approving sires and dams. 
Ayrshire sires that have been sold 

following their Approval have made a 
most enviable record in the herds of 
their buyers—due no doubt to the 
fact that all available records, whether 
good or bad, have been used. The 
dependability with which they repeat 
has been quite largely due to the fact 
that there has been no selection of 
data permitted in the studies made 
of their progeny. 

Unfortunately, there has been evidence 
of selection in sending in completed DHIA 
lactations to the Ayrshire Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. Obviously, it would be most un 
fair to permit the selection of records on 
the part of herds enrolled in DHIA, and 
at the same time require that every rec 
ord be used from those owners enrolled 
in the Herd Test. 

The Herd Test Committee is diligently 
working on this problem and will appre- 
ciate any suggestions that may help to 
solve this problem. 

The Ayrshire Association certainly has 
no intention of weakening confidence in 
Approved Ayrshire Sires and Dams. 

Evidence of the desire of the Associa- 
tion’s officers to make use of any and all 
records that are dependable, is found in 
the action of the recent Executive Com- 
mittee requesting the Herd Test Com- 
mittee to give further study to developing 
a plan that may permit the acceptance 
of DHIA records, without jeopardizing the 
Association’s program.” 

It will be recalled that in 1945 a spec- 
ial committee of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association made a report to the Board 
of Directors on the subject of making 
somewhat similar use of DHIA records. 
It was proposed that breeders in the 
Herd Test, or entering this division 
should be permitted to submit all of the 
DHIA record information on daughters 
of their sires for use in proving. The 
plan was laid on the table without ac- 
tion, because at that time the Associa- 
tion was so overwhelmed with work it 
seemed unwise to take on any time-con 
suming new projects. 

Now we find that the fancy new book, 
which the Bureau of Dairy Industry fur- 
nishes to dairymen in DHIA, rules out 
possibility of that form of additional 
service to breeders, unless some differ 
ent procedure can be developed 

This*subject is of particular interest at 
this time following the Round Table let- 
ter of a Nebraska breeder relating to the 
set up of our testing programs.

with labor paid at what in this country 
would virtually represent slave wages. 
Lever Brothers, the gigantic soap man- 
ufacturers of British origin, and one of 
the greatest of margarine manufacturers, 
have millions of pounds invested in 
plants and plantations in Asia and Africa 
producing vegetable oils from cocoanuts 
and other sources. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that they would ignore these 
cheap sources of raw materials in which 
so much money has already been in 
vested. It is not only highly probable 
but virtually inevitable that the soybean 
and cottonseed producers in this country 
would be left holding the bag. 

Indeed the whole picture so carefully 
built up of the margarine manufacturer 
as the persecuted enterprise discriminated 
against and concerned only with cheap 
prices for the American housewife rather 
than profits, fails to hold up. The mar. 
gin of profit by the margarine manufac- 
turer today, even with the “discrimi 
natory” tax in operation is considerably 
greater than the margin of profit in the 
butter industry actually is or ever can be. 
There is no reason to suppose that from 
the past record of big business every- 
where in the world, that once freed from 
restraints of every sort, the margarine 
industry would lower that profit margin. 

During the period of butter shortages 
I have seen advertisements in chain stores 
quoting margarine at the same price as 
butter. When the short supply of 
butter was gone the customer could buy 
margarine at the same price or do with- 
out. 

Other important factors have been 
overlooked or ignored in most of the 
propaganda put out during the contro- 
versy. One important one is that in per- 
iods of milk abundance which seasonally 
occur under normal conditions, the sur 
plus of milk is converted into butter 
and stored so that the economy of the 
dairy industry remains stable. In late 
years there has been during most of the 
year an actual shortage of milk both for 
direct consumption as well as for ice 
cream, cheese and other products and 
the price of milk has gone steadily up 
ward until very recently under the opera 
tion of the law of supply and demand 
This is so because dairy herds were 
liquidated during the war owing to 
price controls and labor shortages and 
the herds have never been wholly re- 
established even to the pre-war level 
while the population of the nation has 
increased since 1940 nearly fifteen mil 
Butter is very the stabi 
lizer of the dairy industry economy down 
to the level of the small farmer with five 
or six cows, and if the revenue from 
butter were heavily curtailed by unre 
stricted competition from margarine, the 
further reduction of herds rather than 
their restoration to a level of abundant 
milk production would be the inevitable 
economic result. Supposing then, that 
with no butter competition, margarine 
rose in price to a level which would again 
permit profitable butter production, the 


lions largely 
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Stimulating Effect of Spring Pasture on Milk 
Production Now Obtainable Throughout the Year! 


Why do cows suddenly increase their milk pro- 
duction when turned out to pasture in the 
spring? This question occurs to every dairy 
farmer every spring when he sees cows that 
have been milking for months suddenly show 
a big increase —almost like a new freshening.

Experiences suggested that the secret 
might not lie in the greater palatability, suc- 
culence or higher water content or in the balmy 
spring weather. 


“Unknown Factor" Discovered 


Dairymen in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and other 
states noted sudden increases in milk produc- 
tion similar to that produced by spring pas- 
ture when they fed quick dried chopped hay 
that had been cut when quite immature, dried 
lawn clippings, and dehydrated alfalfa meal. 
Experiments showed that young grass contains 
a “factor’—heretofore unknown—that stimu- 
lates milk production in an easy, natural way 
without injury to the cow’s health. 

This “factor” exists only at a certain stage 


of growth, is quite perishable, and disappears 
entirely as grass matures 


Haymaker Preserves ‘‘Factor" 


Fortunately, a new method of haymaking, the 
Martin Haymaker which preserves the milk 
producing “‘factor,”” has been developed.

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margarine group largely being a big busi- 
ness unit could sharply reduce margarine 
prices and prevent any enterprising farm- 
er from reestablishing his herds. There 
would be nothing in the least new or 
unusual about this. Big business has 
operated in this way against the smaller 
producer again and again in the past 
and is doing so today. 

There is also the nutritive value of 
oleomargarine to be weighed against that 
of butter, a subject of great dispute but 
one concerning which there is no dis- 
pute in the minds of the farmer or of 
the state experiment college which has 
brought up healthy growing calves on 
milk and found every sort of weakness 
and difficulty when he attempted to bring 
up calves on the same synthetic com- 
pounds of ingredients which go into 
oleomargarine. Medicine has come more 
and more to question the value of the 
increasing number of synthetic, processed, 
fortified, revitalized foods which Amer- 
icans consume in greater and greater 
amounts. Many medical authorities are 
today concerned with the possibility that 
the extraordinary rise in the degenera- 
tive diseases from middle age onward may 


easily arise from the increased con- 


sumption of these “fortified” and un- 
natural foods. Clever as our chemists 

may be, none of them have yet achieved 7 
the miracles which a cow's udder can 
perform in the transformation of green 
grass into milk and butter or the effect 
of sunlight upon the germ cells of a 
head of grain. No nation in the world 
consumes so many synthetic and pro- 
cessed foods and no nation in the world 
has a higher record of degenerative dis- 
eases. The question is still one in dis- 
pute and it is receiving constantly in- 
creasing attention along the lines of 
the new preventive medicine which seeks 
to keep people from becoming ill rather 
than trying to cure them after illness has 
become serious. 

Taking it all in all, the factors enter- 
ing the butter-oleomargarine dispute are 
neither simple nor superficial but reach 
far down in our national life into areas 
affecting taxes, soil conservation, agri- 
culture, prices, competition from cheap 
labor and the increasingly serious 
problem of giant business and tacit 
monopolies and price fixing as against 
the operations of small business. Europe 
knows well that the increasing size of 
business, monopolies and cartels is the 


ever 
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last step before state socialism, which 
arrives when vast concentrations of busi- 
ness throttle the operations of small indi- 
vidual operations and become intolerable 
burdens to the people. It should also be 
remembered that Lenin and Stalin in 
his turn has never regarded cartels, 
monopolies and big business as their 
worst enemies but often enough as their 
best friends who aided them in the pro- 
cess of destroying capitalism. They have 
always regarded the prosperous farmer 
and the small middle class businessman 
as the great bulwark against Communism 
and have reserved their worst perse- 
cution for this bourgeois element of so- 
ciety. The case of oleomargarine vs. 
butter is a clear cut example of powerful 
big business versus small business and 


legislators would do well to bear that fact 
in mind, not only to avoid the later 
necessity of restrictive legislation but to 
save the American consumer money on 
prices, taxes, subsidies and all the other 
bureaucratic machinery which state Social 
ism calls in to correct a business economy 
which tends to put all the population into 
factories or on factory farms dependent 
for employment and often their very ex- 
istence upon the few men operating vast 
concentrations of business under open or 
tacit agreements.

some of the vaccinated heifers becom 
ing positive and losing their calves. Then 
you will have a first class flare-up on 
your hands and may have as much as 
50% or more of the herd reacting. The 
evidence is quite plain now, that we 
will never get rid of Bang’s Disease by 
the vaccination program alone. The re 
tention of reactors should only be con 
sidered an expedient until vaccinated, 
negative heifers can be raised to replace 
the reactors. Ordinarily three or four 
years should be enough to establish a 
negative herd in this way, but remember, 
cows over 4 years old, vaccinated as calves, 
are not immune to another exposure to 
Bang’s disease. There's the joker. 

Nutrition A Factor in Bang’s Disease 

While the writer would not have the 
temerity to say that the use of a properly 
blended and balanced mineral mixture 
would cure Bang’s disease, still his ex- 
perience gives him the courage to say 
that such nutritional balance in the ra- 
tion makes it relatively easy to keep a 
herd free of Bang’s disease when the con 
trol program as outlined above is also re 
ligiously followed. If this were not the 
case, how can you otherwise explain the 
fact that he was able to assemble and 
build up 3 complete herds of 40 milking 
cows each, over a 13 year period, with 
out vaccinating and without Bang’s dis- 
ease flare-ups in an area where other 
herds were entirely negative? The 
writer is confident that some day nu- 
tritionists will give us the answer to the 
brucellosis problem. That's _ sticking 
one’s neck out, but it is based on experi 
ence and time will tell. 

The Drive Against Undulant 
Fever is On 

Public health authorities are now 
spear-heading a drive to eliminate Bang’s 
disease in dairy cattle. Michigan put 
into effect on July 1, 1948 a law which 
forbids the sale of raw milk except on 
farms. This bill was the result of agi- 
tation following the report of the Michi 
gan Department of Health that 200 cases 
of undulant fever had developed in the 
state. 

Well, you say that doesn’t prevent the 
farmer using raw milk. No, it does not, 
but here is the thing that will. On March 
5, 1948 a ruling handed down by the 
workmen’s compensation commissioner for 
the Fifth Connecticut Congressional dis- 
trict in the case of William K. Loricks a 
farm employee against Floyd Laird, his 
employer, set a precedent to make undu 
lant fever an occupational disease. In 
this case the plaintiff claimed that he 
contacted undulant fever by working 
with cows harboring the Brucella abor- 
tus organism and/or by drinking their 
milk which was provided him by his 
employer, and was totally disabled from 
January 14 to March 3, 1946. Fortunately 
Mr. Laird was covered by compensation 
insurance to cover the commissioner’s 
award and any future claims which the 
award considered as possible. However, 
it is quite plain that less foresighted 
dairymen without compensation insur- 
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ance might be put out of business by 
such findings. 

If claims for compensation due to un- 
dulant fever become too prevalent the 
insurance companies will be forced to 
raise the rates to cover, and thereby au- 
tomatically force farmers in the dairy 
business to have nothing but Bang’s-free 
herds. The pressure is now on Bang’s- 
infected herds and will become greater 
as time goes on. It may cost you money 
to clean up your herds now, but it may 
be the cheapest thing to do in the long 
run, since workmen’s compensation is 
here to stay, and you can’t beat it in 
court. 

Editor’s Note: 

Not all of our readers will fully 
agree with the author’s comments on 
the value of vaccination in the control 
of Bang'’s disease. However, the 
author's observations certainly point 
to the need of more study of the prac- 
ticability of a program of re-immuni- 


zation. In this connection Huddleston’s 
work seems to hold great promise.

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MARYLAND SPRING MEETING 
By RALPH A. PORTERFIELD 


The Maryland Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation held its annual series of district 
meetings during the week of February 
28, 1949. The total attendance was 468. 
or an average of 78 for each of the six 
meetings. 

The primary purpose of these meet- 
ings is to stimulate greater interest 
among the breeders for the promotion of 
the Holstein breed. John Morris, Field 
man, for the National Holstein-Friesian 
Association was on hand for each meet- 
ing to bring the breeders up to date on 
National activities. He also stressed the 
value of active local organizations giving 
due emphasis to the supporting influence 
which they can give to the state organiza- 
tion. Going one step further he pointed 
out how great an asset each state organi- 
zation can be to the National Associa 
tion. Among other comments was his 
compliment paid each district organiza- 
tion for the good support they gave in 
carrying out of the 1948 seventeen point 
program of the State Association 

Others who attended and spoke at one 
or more of the meetings included Glen 
M. Householder of the National Holstein- 
Friesian Association, J. Homer Remsberg 
National Director, Howard C. Barker, 
Secretary of the State Association, R. 
Nelson Phelps, Field Secretary for the 
Maryland State Fair Board, Dr. G. M. 
Cairms and Ralph A. Porterfield both 
of the University of Maryland. Mr. 
Householder was present at three meet- 
ings to discuss recent developments in 
the Butter-vs.-Oleo legislation which is 
now before Congress. 

At each evening meeting there was a 
good delegation of 4-H Dairy Club mem- 
bers owning Holsteins. The Maryland 
Association has given strong support to 
4-H Club work for many years and be- 
cause of this there is great interest among 
the youth who own Holsteins. Ralph 
Porterfield gave a report on the Holstein 
heifers which were distributed in the 
1945, '46, and '47 Holstein heifer parties 
The report told a story and a good one 
for it indicated that the majority of the 
animals are very well grown, that those 
which have freshened are making credit 
able records and that many of the ani- 
mals were successfully exhibited at the 
1948 shows. This survey speaks well for 
both the breeders who consigned the 
animals.and for the 4-H dairy club mem- 
bers who have taken good care of them 
Mr. Porterfield also showed a number 
of color slides taken while touring in 
England, Scotland, and the Channel Is 
lands last summer. They included pic- 
tures of outstanding animals and some 
of the methods of dairying in these 
countries. 

Last but not least at each meeeting 
was the showing of the film “Holstein 
Heritage.” This is an excellent film 
depicting many of the things which the 
breed is striving for coupled with the 
things which go to make up good feed- 
ing and management practices on the 
dairy farm

By this wonderful performance she 
exceeds her own record set up in her 
last lactation of 31,339 Ibs. at 4.76% in 
52 weeks (=1492 lbs. of fat). She then 
beat the previous world record holder 
of lactation weight of butterfat, Cana- 
dian Holstein Friesian cow Alcartra Ger- 
ben by 359 gallons and 40 Ibs. of butter- 
fat.

Since being purchased by Miss Winnie 
Price, of Old Park House, Deerpark 
Road, Belfast, as a very promising in-calf 
cow in 1946, Craigbet Rosan has each 
year increased her yield, and at the same 
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time maintained her high butterfat con- 
tent.

Miss Price does not stint her 
greenstuff ration, and it has taken up 
to 1 cwt. per day to satisfy her voracious 
appetite, but finding the 50 Ibs. a day of 
Dairy Meal and Calf Nuts has some- 
times been a strain on the herd rations. 

Her total milk yield is now 114,670 
Ibs., or well over 50 tons in five lacta- 
tions.
